From this Spirit of Prophefie be foreſaw the Changes and Mi> 
ſeries of Eyland in Church and State, for having in one of his 
FPooks, (called De Prim, Ecc!, Bret, ) given a large account ofthe 
deſtruction of the Church and State of che Brettarnes' by the Sax» 
645, abuut 550 ycarsatcr Chrilt; Hepives this among other 
Reaſons, why he infitted fo largely upon it, ther he foreſaw that a 
I1k« Jodgement was yet behind, if timely Repentance and Retor» 
mation did not prevent it : and he would often Mourn upon «he 
forc{ight of this long before it came, J'& 

Frum this Spirit he gave mourntol intimations of the Death of 
our late Soviraign Charles the firtty of whom he would be aften 
pecking with fear and trembling, even when the King, had gh 
preatcſi|ſurcels, and would therefore conſtantly pray, any gave al 
advice poſhible to prevent any ſuch thing.
